BURMESE EXPEDITION, 
Tho difticulties of the Burmese exploring 

expedition, according to the latest intelli- 

gece from Ranguvn, commenced as soon as 
the party arrived at Bhanmo, -No prepara- 
tions had been made for thoir reception, 
wad the only.suitable houge was reftised to 
them, 8 no orders for its occupation had 
been received, bamboo hut had accord. 
ingly-to bo built after their arrival. Cap- 
tail Sladen -had an interview, a few days 
after - his arrival at. Bhanmo, with“ the 
Kalhyex Chief, whose” district extends 


three days’ journey beyond Bhantno, and: 


at-first this chief appeared inclined to throw 
obstacles in “the way “of tho expedition, 
declaring that not a basket of rice would 
be procurablelin his district, When, hosv- 
ever,.a Chineso interpreterwas substituted 
for. the: Burmese: official who’ had aecoin- 
panied tho expedition, he said that there 
would be no difficulty. in. procuring small 
quantities, “THe. stated that he ‘conld not 
procure the mules required wider thirteen 
days as the Kakhyen customs must -be 
observed, but it is supposed: that“these 
delays are caused by the Chinese merchants 
in the district, who have dono all in their 
power to prevent the expedition passing 
through Kakhyen, They oven seit a dopita- 
tion. to the King at Mandalay to requeat 
himto prevent tho party frum . proceeding 
further. Apparently the Chinese were 
very friendly to the party, and’invited.them
